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INTRODUCTION 


On September 17th 1999 Milton Keynes will host a major gatharing 
of artists and D.J.'s tor a dange music spectacular under the title of 
Heltor Skeltor. It will be the biggest such gathering in this music 
arena, a massive 22,000 square ft warehouse converted into two 
Separate dance aranas, At 9.00pm doors will open at this venue 
Which Is situated in the middie of the U.K. The venue has a capacity 
of over 9,000 people with adaquate car perking faclities, On the 
night of the event there will be lwo arenas with 20 of the country's 
{finest D.J,'s performing. The main arena will host a massive 100K 
JBL sound system, three times more than ever heard before in the 
Sanctuary (guaranteed or your money back). 


HISTORY 


We would like to start by reminding you of our first party the Helter 
Skelter Dance Music Festival which took place on September 30th 
1989. We were the only organisation to fly a package of aver 20 of 
‘America’s finest arlists and O.J.'s to play exclusively alongside 
Englanc's best for an illegal event during the “Acid House" ara of '89 
“the surimer of love” 

We then concentrated on an underground club which we called Om 
that ran for several months in the summer of 1990 until we 
discovered Millwalukees, We yet again gained major success 
running fortnightly events which ran for a year filing every night to 
capacity having to turn people away on every event. Also we helped 
establish several of today's leading D.J.'s by being the first 
organisation to book them for the midiands from tondon and areas 
around the country, After a year at Millwaulkees we moved on to 
bigger premises at Telford. In @ period of 12 weeks we converted an 
id closed down cinema into the Helter Skelter A.O.A.R. warehouse. 
We ware the first promoters to be granted a full all night annual 
public entertainments licerice, As well as our own events we also 
invited other promoters to the venue such as Pandemonium, 
Fantazia, Quest, Trancsdance and Obsession. 

Now as We approach our fourth yaar we will put on the best evant to

World Dance would like appologise to 
anyone who was caught in the queue at the 
beginning of the night. This was due to the coach 
bringing the security to the event breaking down on 
the way. As there was no security to start off with, 
the police and the council would not let anyone in 
on the site until the security arrived..This was 
beyond the control of World Dance and they are 
deeply sorry. it won't happen again. 


Well, as we all know now the Dreamscape Festival 
has been postponed, but why and who's thought is 
it ? ESP Promotions are well pissed off with the 
whole situation as | am sure you the raver is. The 
festival was called off because the backer (the 
company putting the money up front) and ESP had a 
disagreement. The backer then pulled out leaving 
ESP to sort out the problem. tt is not ESP’s fault that 
this event is postponed, they are doing their best to 
get the event re-scheduled. Even though the event 
was in the name of ESP, they should not be blamed 
totally and you should not judge them by this event 
being postponed. If you go back in time, every 
event they have done before has been of the 
highest quality. Any body with a ticket can get a 
refund By going back to the shop where they 
purchased it from. some ticket money cannot be 
refunded at this time because the backer has it 
sitting in his account we are told. The money should 
be released soon. The Festival could take place 
later this year, but it looks more likely that the event 
will happen next year, probably June time. But 
Deamscape will possibly hold a one night outdoor 
event soon - so watch for flyers or read Balze for 
the full up date. Next issue Blaze will be doing an 
article on events where backers pull out leaving the 
promoter looking the bad ones. Raindance have 
had the similliar fate happen to them in the past and 
now ESP have been cought up in this problem. So 
read Blaze next month at Olivers Night Club in Lincoln.

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Well | must apologise for not getting 
this article together sooner, but here 
it is Part 3. Now this month I thought 
it would be of some interest to look at 
the way the rave scene is looked at 
from a professional security 
companies point of view. So the 
obvious choice to me, was to contact 
the lorges security company around 
that has worked in the rave industry. 
This is the company called “TOP 
GUARD”. So armed withme tape 
recorder | ventured doen to the North 
London suburbs to interview these 
fine chaps at their office. 
So there to greet me is Terry, who is 
the monager at ths Top Guard Office. 
So Terry can you tell me how 
long T.G. have been around? 


TERRY:1.G, has been in business for 
Ground 4 years. We started off very 
small, there was about 10 men 
originally. We used to work for a 
company called “Show Set”, Now | 
must say that we have a lot of respect 
for Show Set and we get along with 
them really well, but Kevin Camp the 
managing director and founder of 
T.G. decided that he would start his 
own company and that’s how T.G. 
started. 


BLAZE: Terry how did you start off 
with 7.G., tell me a little about 
yourself, 


TERRY: | started with T.G. about 4 
years ago. | started off just as 
anybody else would, that is as one of 
the workers. Within 3 to 4 months | 
was working as o supervisor and 
within 6 months | was a manager. 
Purely because | knew what | was 
doing. As a manager, | work in the 
office with Kevin. | sort of the 
booking of the work and | allocate the 
guys work..That’s to say who does 
what and goes where. |! have to 
attend meetings and deal with the 
day to day running of the office. 


BLAZE: So how did T.G. become 
involved with the rave scene? 


TERRY: The first rave that we were 
involved with was “RAINDANCE” that 
was about 3 yrs ago over at Beckton. 
We done 3 or 4 of these events but 
we wer'nt really happy with the way 
things went. This was because there 
were 5 or 6 different security 
companies involved. Now we here at 
T.G. don’t really like working 

AZE with other companies. 

8 That's because we have 


S 


built up a good reputation over the 
last 4 years and if there is trouble of 
any description tht involved any other 
company doing security,then muck 
sticks, And we've got our reputation 
to up hold. So now we insist that if 
T.G. is going to do the security, we 
are the only company on site. 
Anyway after Raindance we did 
“NRG” at the London Arena. That 
had a licence for 10,000 people. 
Then 2 New Years Eve's ago we did 
the last one for “Fantazia” at Exeter. 
Since then we've done all of their 
events except for the one at Bath. 
We have also done Cryptontie, 
Technodrome and Nemisis to name 
but a few. 


BLAZE: Terry what was your first 
impression of a rave? 


TERRY: Well to be quite honest | was 
disappointed. The first rave that t 
worked on was NRG at the London 
Arena, there was about 4000 people 
there and as you know this venue is 
such a big place that it looked empty. 
thad read all this stuff in the national 
press and was quite dissappointed 
that more people weren't there. 


BLAZE: So what's your opinion of the 
ravers in this country. How do they 
compare to the people that attend 
other events that T.G. have dealings 
with? 


TERRY: | think you could ask any of 
the guys that work for us this 
question and get the same answer. 
We all prefer working with ravers. 
They are absolutley NO trouble 
whatsoever. They are all there for 12 
hours or so to dance, and that’s 
exactly what they do. These people 
are very polite, it’s always “please 
and thank you”. They go there to 
have a good time ond thats what they 
do. Now if there is any trouble 99 
times out of a 100 it’s the beer 
monsters. You allways get trouble 
with those, whether it’s a rave party 
or arock concert, That’susually 
where the trouble starts. Ravers, real 
Ravers are NO trouble at all. The only 
problems at rave’s are the toxers you 
know the muggers. And we are 
aware of these groups and deal with 
them when we catch them. 


BLAZE: with reference to the last 
sentance would you like to tell me 
how you deal with a situation that 
involves this scumbag element that is 
messing up our rave scene. 


TERRY: Yes. On a number of 
occasions we have dealt with this 
kind of situation. One that springs to 
mind is an incident that Colin 

ose OVER TO COLIN... 


COLIN: Basically we had an incident 
where we had two gangs of 
muggers/dealers at a party in 
Brayfield, Northampton. | think it was 
called “The Wedding”. Anyway there 
was these 2 gangs fighting over 
territory and one of them had been 
stabbed. 


We detained the ones who had done 
the stabbing and got the injured 
bloke to first aid. The police were 
called and arrests were made and the 
police brought charges which 
resulted in a court appearance, 


TERRY: Another incident was at 
Fantazia’s party on New Years Eve at 
Little Cote Mansion. We received a 
call from one of our supervisors about 
@ stabbing that had taken place in 
tent one. We arrived within 1 minute 
ond found the victim whe had been 
stabbed in the shoulder and buttock. 
The injured chap was then taken to 
first aid for treatment. All of our 
operatives ore trained in basic first 
aid and are therefore able to give 
immediate assistance on the spot. 
Which could be life saving, you know 
the difference between life and 
death. We then identified the thugs 
that were responsible for this attact 
and detained them all. within 10 
minutes the whole incident was 
sorted, 


BLAZE: So Terry apart from the 
seorches and initial crowed control at 
raves, waht other duties do you and 
your staff have at a rave? 


TERRY: Well we take care of the in 
house security. This includes 
ensuring everybody's safety. We 
identify all of the emergency exits. 
For instance, if an incident occurred 
where the building had to be 
evacuated very quickly our staff will 
know which is the safest and quickest 
exit out of the building. Also they are 
trained in crowd control and how to 
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keep things moving along at a safe and BLAZE: You usually get over inflated if not 
calm level. Also if! am working the queve extortionate prices. 
out side | like to tell people what’s 
happening at the entrance. This helps 
move the crowd along a bit faster, 
because if people know what to do when BLAZE: Terry, how can the genuine rayer 
they get to the front they get through the help to make raves a safer place. 
searches quicker, | also like to talk to the 7 
crowd as wall, you know have alaugh and TERRY: If you are hassled or youlsee 
a joke, That's important as well. somebody being hassled. go-and report it 
to one of our security people.

£40,000 in one year has come through. He has almost 
fully booked DJing until February 1994, appearing 
regulary on TV (hypnosis/BPM) ond things are only getting 
better. So what makes this great man

SO WHEN DID you FIReT sTART 
DJING? 

Way back when | was 8 years old. 
My mum and dad used to have 
parties for their friends and | 
used to play the music for 
everybody. | loved doing it and 
from then | always wanted to 
beaDJ. 


BEFORE MAKING IT IT 

DIING, WHAT OTHER 

WORK DID yOu USED TO Do? 
Many years ago | used to be a 
scaffolder on building sites. At the 
same time | used to run my own mobile 
disco playing at weddings etc. From there | 
started to build up my own sound system and got 
involved in all night parties. After a while | decided to 
drop the sound system and concentrate on my DJing, 
lucky enough it worked out fine. 


WHAT MADE YOU WANT TO DI AT ALL NIGHT PARTIES? 
When all night parties first hit the UK, | was playing hip 
hop, funk and soul and mixing them altogether. As soon 
as | heard house music, | jumped straight onto it. People 
thought it was freaky music at the time, but | knew it 
would become big like it has. 


WHERE DID YOUR FIRST REAL BIG BREAK COME ON THE 
HOUSE MUSIC SCENE? 

My first real big break came at Sun Rise back in 1989. 
Every top OJ at the time was playing that night and | 
managed to get on the play list as my old manager 
refused to sell tickets for them unless | played. They 
agreed, so | was on the play list. | was due to play at 
10.30am the next morning and by that time all the top 
DJs had played and the crowd had seen it all, There were 
about 15,000 people present. Around 6,000 or 7,000 
people were sitting on the floor and the rest were just 
swaying from side to side. So I thought I’ve got to do 
something extra special here to get the crowd going. Sol 
did. | grabbed the third spare deck and started mixing on 
three decks. The whole place started rocking and from 
there the work just flooded in. On the night three decks 
worked for me and thats where my name 3 Deck Wizard 
stemmed from. 


WHAT MADE YOU USE THREE DECKe? 
t was just a natural progression. There is only so much 
nze youcon do with two decks. 
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THERE I¢ ANOTHER DJ OUT THERE TRYING TO Go ONE 
BETTER THAN THE STANDARD you SET RY UCING FOUR 
bEecKs. HIS NAMES GE REAL, WHO I¢ NEW ON THE 
SCENE AND WAS COME STRAIGHT IN 4S 4 FOUR DECK 
MINER. WHAT DO YoU THINK OF THAT? 
I think the way he is doing it is unfair. He is basically 
come along and said to everybody that he can mix on four 
decks, its so hard to mix on four decks and you can’t 
sustain it all the way through your set, One DJ on their 
own can’t really make four decks sound good, there 
physically isn’t enough time, you need two DJ’s. Four 
decks just sounds a complete mishmash and it just looks 
as though your trying to prove something. | have no 
problem with GE Real but | think he should do the leg 
work first with 2 decks ond not just dive in on 4 


decks and try to leap frog many OJ's who 
have been around for years.

H's a shame because if a record is good it 
needs to be released to record shops so that 
people can buy it, instead they're remaining 
exclusive to certain DJ’s so that they become 
really big tracks with the crowd as they are 
hardly ever heard. 


$0, If THIS THE REASON WE NEVER REALLY GET ANY 
BIG ANTHEMS ANY MORE? 

Yes, anthems come out of good tunes that are played a lot 
when released. tf a record is good it should be released 
so that people can relate to it and it lifts the crowd. 
Everybody should aim to make a record that is going to be 
anthem instead of just putting out a record for the sake of 
it, 


DO YOU THINK THAT MUSIC CAN RE IMPROVED? 

There’s too many records being put out at the moment 
which are not very good breakbeat tracks. We rely 
heavily on labels such as formation, reinforce and 
suburban base to keep the breakbeat going. People 
should not put out a breakbeat record unless it’s good. 


WHAT ABOUT YOUR OWN RECORDS CARL? 

Once one of my records Is pressed, it takes 10 weeks to 
get out in the shops as everything is done right from 
promotion to distribution. The least one of my records 
have sold is 10,000 copies “! want you for ever” sold 
around 47,000 to 50,000 copies, so it proves that people 
like them. I’ve got a new record coming out in a couple of 
weeks called “Planet of Love” which should sell more, 
hopefully.

So Mensa, what hi 
happened? 
Well, not 

wanting to blow # 
my own trumpet 
or sound too big 
headed, we 
become too 
successful.

we were asked 
to put on all} 
night parties 

because there was a big problem 
with illegal parties on the south 
coast, now look whats happened. 


How often did you do these all 
night parties at sterns? 
We did them every other week to 
keep the crowd happy. 


So why did the club become a 
2am finisher rather than all night 
many months ago? 

4 new licensing inspector came 
on the scene and asked me what 
the club done. We told him rave 
nights and that was that, they 
went all out to shut us down. 
First we lost our 6am licence and 
now we lost the 2am license.

town relies on people out of town 
for money to be generated back 
into the community so that 
perhaps on the basis of what the 
police are saying we should shut 
the whole town down along with 
all the small shop businesses 
because they don’t want 
people from out of 
town around. But of 
course, this rule only 
applies when its rave 
clubs involved and young 
people. So watch out all 
you promoters putting on 
parties that young people 
WANT on the South coast, 
you could be driven out of 
business by the police. 


Are the police trying to shut 
you down for any other 
_ reasons such as Sterns being 
_ the source of drugs for the 
Worthing area? 
The only time we have called 
the police into the club i the 
three and a half years it’s 
been running is when the 
security catch people selling 
drugs. The police say we do not 
look after our customers and the 
venue is unsafe which is untrue. 
In the time we have running this 
club the police have mounted two 
large scale operations costing the 
tax payer in excess of 150,000. 
For those two operations they 
prosecuted only 7 people. In 
three and a half years, that is not 
a lot of people, is Sterns unsafe 
you may ask yourself. A football 
match sees more arests in one 
afternoon, let alone three and a 
half years, is there something 
wrong hear. 


Now the authorities have got 
there way, how many people have 
been made unemployed? 

In all, a lot of people will suffer. 
16 - 20 DJ’s a week will loose 
wages, 40 security people, all the 
bar staff and the people who 
work in the Interdance office. The 
list can go on including printers, 
promotional companies, record 
shops plus many more. This is 
the country that is being built, we 
are in a recession and they want 
to put more people out of work 
just because they don’t want 
young people dancing and having 
a good time, 


Well, so that’s Mensa the promoters 
story, lets go and hear the views of 
others. 

First we come across DJ Ellis Dee, real 
name Rumpold Stiltskin (you read it 
first in Blaze). So Ellis youve played 
hear on the last night, what have you 
got to say about the club closing and 
the last night?
